But Gladu questions different doc- 
uments that cite different areas sur- 
veyed for the Reserve. And she says the Papaschase 
lands were larger than tthe 40 square miles cited by 
the federal government. In fact, their traditional lands 
extended further north to the banks of the North 
Saskatchewan River, south to the Leduc area, as far 
west as the town of Devon and east to the Tofield 
area. 

The Papaschase claim, she says, will be launched in 
a three-pronged attack, suggesting the original 
reserve was incorrectly surveyed, that the federal gov- 
ernment violated terms of its own treaty agreement 
with the Papaschase, and that it violated the Indian 
Act. 

“There were so many unlawful things done that I 
just don’t know where to begin,” she said. 

Gladu, great-granddaughter of Papaschase band 
chief Papastew, is armed with research reports sug- 
gesting white settlers in the area began lobbying for 
the reserve’s dissolution shortly after it was formed. 
One prominent Edmontonian, Frank Oliver — then

ou need to scan almost to the

Kelly Willis’ name on Lilith 
Fair’s publicity posters. Side-stage 
status suggests the tentative steps 
into the limelight by a relative 
newcomer, but Willis’ career 
stretches back more than a decade 
to when, as a teenager, she moved 
with her band from Washington 
D.C. to join the lively music scene 
in Austin, Texas. 

Willis still lives in Austin, but a 
lot has happened since she first 
settled down there. A record deal 
with MCA Nashville failed to pro- 
vide the label with dividends for 
its work trying to break Willis into 
mainstream country. Radio wasn’t 

~ biting and sales of her albums hov- 
ered around 50,000 copies, which 
is only impressive in Canada. After 
five years, three albums, one failed 
marriage and numerous attempts 
to thrust the slight, attractive

that whole time was really empow- 
ering to me. Then I went ahead 
and made this record.” 

That record, What I Deserve, is 
her first full length release since 
1993. Getting an album made with- 
out label largess (Willis figures she 
left behind more than $1-million in 
debts when she was dropped by 
MCA), is a fairly determined feat in 
the face of confidence-shattering 
indifference in Nashville, but Willis 
doesn’t make too much of it. 

“] felt like I had something to 
say, and I love making music and 
it’s what I do. The music I love is 
not the music that’s getting played 
on the radio, so I thought it’s really 
worthwhile to go ahead and make 
music, even though you're not 
going to be a big superstar.... [ll 
probably, if I have to, be making 
(records) and selling them out of 
the trunk of my car because it’s 
just what I do, so it just never 
occurred to me to stop.” 

Rather than seeking label sup- 
port right away, Willis made What 
T Deserve, making use of the songs 


she wrote while with A&M, includ-

“I was on major labels before 
and they really want you to jump y 
through a lot of hoops and they 
spend a ton of money on you and 
if it doesn’t pay off, they’re tired of 
working with you.” 

As for the finished project, 
Willis can see the fruits of her 
growing pains in the songs she 
wrote for the album. 

“I think that (the new CD) has 
at least a strong personality. I 
think you can really connect that 
to me, because that record’s defi- 
nitely me. I think some of my early 
records really suffered from a split 
personality or something, you 
couldn't really hear me. . . the 
voice sounded like me, it didn’t 
sound like anyone else, but what I 
was singing about was harder to 
pin down. I didn’t really know — I 
was so young, I was 20 when I 
made my first record, 25 when I _ 
got dropped and I still didn’t really 
know what I was doing.” ¥

Presa popularity generates one 

inevitable reality: relentless 
touring an ocean away from home. 
For Belgium’s K’s Choice, the air- 
port-hotel-bus circuit is a small 
price to pay to live the life they 
love. 

“Pouring affects you as a person 
a lot,” muses Sarah Bettens, who 
with brother Gert forms the core 
of K’s Choice. “It’s a lifestyle 
change. We also write on the road 
a lot. It’s not having a home, miss- 
ing friends. 

“But I realize it’s something I 
want to do. There’s moments — 
and, luckily, there are plenty — 
that remind you why you do this.” 

So why do they it? The simplest 
reason and the most honest: a 
deep love of music and the joy of 
performing. 

In the old basement days (it's 
scary to think that the late '80s is a 
decade gone, now) the motivation 
was to simply have fun playing 
music together. Recordings, 
record deals, wheelbarrows full of 
American, Canadian, Australian 
and European money, even the 
formality of being an actual band, 
came later. 

“I was always singing, and he 
picked up various instruments 
from an early age,” Bettens recalls. 
“Playing guitar, singing along, it 
was always a natural thing. 

“The first time we. played in pub- 
lie was at a funeral . . . that’s a very 
intense and sad memory. I remem- 
ber one other show .. . it was at a 
university, sort of a school show 
or contest.

The disc features some of 
Reed’s favorite sidemen, including 
keys-player and co-writer Gary 











Bowman, guitarist Brent Parkin, 
bassisis Albert Blain and Fred La 
Rose and drummer Scott Ander 
son. They work out on a number of 
Reed/Bowman originals and dig 
into classics made famous by J.B 
Lenoir, Litthe Walter and Slim 
Harpo. Guitarist Mark Sterling will 
sit in for Parkin when Reed and co. 
launch the CD at the Sidetrack on 
Wednesday, Sept. i 
While other musicians are 


spending 300 days a year on the

Bluesman Mahal and Malian kora player Diabate find common ground 
mulling over blues classics and traditional Malian tunes on this disc, record- 
ed last spring in a run-down '20’s-era recording studio in Athens, Georgia. 
The kora is a 26-string lute that adds a shimmering, distinctly African flavor to 
Catfish Blues and Georgie Buck. On other tracks, Mahal neatly fits his 
National steel guitar into the hypnotic lattice of Diabate’s kora tunes. And 
Fanto Sacko, a tribute to Diabate’s wife, sees Mahal’s piano supporting a jaun- 
ty balafon (a sort of xylophone) line.

Paterson proves icons can be

ometimes art deals 
Ge immense, 

unwieldy concepts 
like love and death and 
the destiny of the individ- 
ual in the face of a vast, 
indifferent universe. 
Sometimes you get crus- 
taceans, balloons and 
other buoyant subjects 
cast adrift on a choppy 
sea of color. These days, 
Les Paterson prefers the 
fun stuff. 

“Right now I'm kind of 
at war with pretension,” 
says the Edmonton-based 
artist. “I'm tired of heavy paintings 
that take themselves very serious- 
ly. It just hasn't been turning my 
crank, so I’ve gone on a playful 
tangent.” 

The title of his current exhibit, 
Tconoplastic, is a coinage that 
plays on the word iconoclastic, 
originally used to describe a move- 
ment in the Eastern Orthodox 
church that sought to banish icons 
and images from religious wor- 
ship. Paterson says his intent is 
not to destroy icons — he'd rather 
mess around with them. 

“I’m into the idea of iconoplas- 
tic, which is taking those icons 
and, rather than destroying them, 
mutating them and moving them 
around, playing with them, making 
them plastic, changing their mean-

ings. It’s not the big-I icons like 
pop or religious icons like Elvis, or 
Madonna, or the Madonna. It’s the 
small-i icons, the things that make 
up the visual language that exists 
all around us all the time.”

For the Big 
Sex show he curated at Manifesto 
last summer, he constructed a 
giant 3-D glow-in-the-dark vulva by 
painting concentric circles on sus- 
pended sheets of plastic that shud- 
dered in the draft created by the 
viewer walking around it. His artis- 
tic credentials, however, are no 
joke — a fine arts degree from the 
University of Alberta and a grow- 
ing résumé of solo and group 
shows.

Ware's latest is black and triliant

here are few published car- 
toonists who exude the need 
for serious counselling the w: ay 
Chris Ware does. This bugger 
needs help, man, from drugs the 
likes of which haven't yet been 
invented, unless in some dark gov- 
ernment basement in Washington, 
and by the time those get out, it 
will be far too late 
The latest issue in Ware's long- 
running ACME Novelty Library 
series, also known as Jimmy 
Corrigan: The Smartest Kid on 
Earth, not only confirms this prog- 
nosis, it makes you question your 
own sanity for not being able to 
put the 84 pages of brilliantly illus- 
trated human grief down. There is 
no competition between Ware and 
any other comic artist creating 
“funny books” today. No one even 
comes close to Ware when he gets 
on a roll. Who gives a shit who 
draws The Hulk these days, or 
which sad hack is putting out the 
Phantom Menace illustrated tie- 
ins? Into the pit, I say! Ware is a 
master of things I don’t even know 
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the name of, far beyond brush

Issue 13, one of three truly spec-
